The  Notes  on  the  Van  Tuyl  Family  set  forth  in  this  document  are 
the  result  of  search  for  the  family  of  my  Grandmother,  Louisa  Van  Tuyl 
Cramer,  She  was  one  of  four  children  whose  parents  died  when  they  were 
young;  consequently  the  children  were  separated  and  reared  in  families 
of  relatives  or  friends.  Her  father,  John  ''an  Tuyl,  died  between  1840 
and  1850,  V7hen  he  was  drowned  either  in  the  Ohio  River  or  in  one  of  the 
West  Virginia  tributaries  (then  Virginia),  probably  near  New  Martinsville, 
Wetzel  Co.  It  is  said  that  he  was  crossing  a  frozen  river  when  the  ice 
broke  and  he  was  drowned.  The  circumstances  of  his  wife*s  death  and  the 
date  are  not  known. 

The  four  children  were  Mary,  Louisa,  Addie  (Adaline  or  Adelaide) 
and  John;  it  is  believed  that  they  were  born  in  Pennsylvania,  at  or 
near  Alleghany  or  Pittsburgh. 

In  the  1850  Census  of  Wetzel  Co.  ,  W.  Virginia,  Louisa  is  listed 
with  the  family  of  S.  C.  Hoskinson,  his  wife  Phebe,  and  small  child  Lucy; 

John  was  listed  with  the  family  of  John  Klepston  and  his  wife  Elizabeth. 
Neither  Mary  nor  Addie  are  listed  there,  but  it  is  known  that  Addie  was 
reared  by  a  McCormick  family,  at  or  near  Pittsburgh.  Available  informa¬ 
tion  on  this  family  are  summarized  in  the  chart  below:

In  making  the  search  for  the  ancestors  of  the  above  John  Van  Tuyl, 
much  information  was  developed  on  early  Van  Tuyls,  although  his  parentage 
has  not  yet  been  found.  It  seemed  desirable,  therefore,  to  make  the  results 
available  in  a  single  document  for  others  who  may  be  interested  in  this 
family.

In  addition,  for  some  of  the 
members  of  a  family,  to  further  identify  them,  the  name  cf  the  father, 
grandfather,  etc.  appears  in  parentheses  after  the  name.  For  instance, 
Abraham  Van  Tuyl ,  the  son  of  the  Immigrant,  Jan  Otto  Van  Tvyl ,  is  assigned 
the  number  (5)  and  is  listed  as  (5)  Van  Tuyl,  Abraham  (Jan  Otto),  His  son, 
Denis,  is  identified  as  (14)  Van  Tuyl,  Denis  (Abraham,  Jan  Otto)  to  indicate 
that  he  is  the  son  of  Abraham  and  the  grandson  of  Jan  Otto  Van  Tuyl*
